My  Lords,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  mgr  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  Moray  and 
Nairn  for  the  year  ended  31  at  December,  1955. 

The  Report  follows  closely  the  lines  of  its  predecessors. 

The  principal  findings  are  an  increase  in  deaths  of  children  under  one- 
year,  of  stillbirths,  and  of  deaths* from  tuberculosis.  While  all  these 
increases  are  within  the  normal  limits  of  variation,  they  do  serve  to  under  =- 
line  the  fact  that  the  maintenance  of  a high  standard  of  community  health 
calls  for  continuous  effort,  and  no  lot  up.

10  in 
1952,  The  odder  winter  almost  certainly  accounted  fo.  this, 

A slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  Btalignar-'.-  disease  was  noted. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  a ~.d  arteries „ and  cerebral  haemorrhage  rose  by  ©bout  ten 

per  cent.

The  first  fact  to  ho  deduced  from  the  foregoing  tables  is  that  the  number 
of  stillbirths,  deaths  in  the  first  month,  and  deaths  in  the  rest  of  the  first  year, 

rs  increased  substantially  from  the  previous  year.  Such  a setback  calls  for 

ami nation  in  detail. 

■ Stillbirths  have  only  been  registsrablo  for  a decade  and  a half,  so  the  extent 
of  fluctuation  about  the  mean  may  not  yet  be  fully  determined.  Nonetheless,  28 
stillbirths  put  us  back  a matter  of  ten  years.  There  is  a high  figure  for  congenital 
malf  Croat ions,  and  for  other  causes.  On  the  face  of  it,  there  seems  to  be  nothing  in 
the  findings  to  point  the  my  to  a particular  course  of  action. 

Deaths  in  the  first  Month  of  life  have  returned  to  the  level  for  1951  . and  are 
below  tKe  previous  averages.  The  level  of  premature  birth  has  shot  up  again  and 
compares  with  the  period  1936=45,  There  is  evidence  that  the  stillbirth  level  is 
associated  with  th®  level  of  maternal  nutrition.  This  may.  therefore,  be  an  indication 
t;at  the  rising  coat  of  food  is  lowering  the  level  of  maternal  efficiency. 

Deaths  in  the  remaining  eleven  ^nths  ^f'  thg;  first  year  have  risen  again  tut  the 
rise  is  within  the  range  of  the  last  few  years.  Prematurity  and  congenital  oal~ 
formation  both  help  in  the  upward  trend,  end  other  causes  also.  The  latter  included 

tvo  F’ccidental  suffocations  . 

The  whole  picture  presented  suggests  that  there  is  a little  easing  up  in  the 
regard  given  by  the  community  to  the  importance  of  mothers raft  and  child  care.

The  Annuel  Report  for  1952  dealt  extensively  with  the  problem  of  tuberculosis, 
so  there  is  no  need  to  recapitulate  here.  This  does  not  mee.n  that  there  is  any 
cause  for  complacency.  There  is  , in  fact  , an  opportunity  to  deal  tuberculosis  such 
a blew  that  it  will  cease  to  be  the  Dost  urgent  problem  in  Scotland  in  control  of 
communicable  disease.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  scheme  outlined  is  rapidly  being 
put  into  operation  by  other  local  health  authorities,  but  the  deficiencies  mentioned 
last  year,  in  respect  ©f  Moray  and  Nairn,  remain  deficiencies  to=»day.  They  are  «=• 
tuberculin  testing  of  all  school  children,  and  the  provision  of  B0C0G0  vaccination 
for  babies  and  adolescent  school  children,,

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The  infectious  disease  position  in  Moray  and  Nairn  remained  satisfactory,, 

Mild  Scarlet  Fever  continued  to  occur  e but  the  notifications  dwindled  in 

numbers  as  the  year’  advanced. 

Notifications  of  Pneumonia  continue  to  rise,  and  probably  bear  less  relation- 
ship to  the  actual  occurrence  of  this  disease  than  is  the  case  with  any  other 

disease. 

Notifications  of  Whooping  Cough  declined  greatly.  At  the  time  of  writing 
there  is  seme  evidence  that  a minor  outbreak  my  be  about  to  spread  over  the 

County. 

Malaria  was  notified  amongst  service  or  ex-service  personnel  recently  returned.

FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

1o  Milk. 

Details  of  the  supervision  of  milk  and  dairies  are  to  be  found  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  rise  in  the  proportion  of  T.T,  milk  continues.  Nearly  all  the  milk,  not 
designated  at  production , becomes  so  by  subsequent  pasteurisation. 

Biological  examination  of  milk  supplies  for  tubercle  bacilli  were  continued 
with  satisfactory  results.  In  view  of  the  occurrence  of  a human  case  of  Brucella 
infection  ~ caused  by  the  organism  of  contagious  abortion  in  cattle  ■=  biological 
examination  of  milk  supplies  was  commenced  with  a view  to  discovering  the  extent 
of  this  infection.  This  is,  for  technical  reasons;,  a slow  process,  and  not  yet 
at  the  report  stage. 

2 , Ice  Cream. 

A satisfactory  standard  was  maintained. 
j5o  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Just  over  nineteen  tens  of  unsound  meat  were  condemned  as  a .result  cf  inspection 
at  slaughterhouses  in  the  Combined  County.  This  is  a slight  increase  over  the 

previous  yearns  figure. 

Unsound  food  seised  and  condemned  totalled  just  under  five  and  a half  tons,  an 

increase  on  the  previous  yearns  figure. 

4o  Food  Poisoning. 

A sharp  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  amongst  those  partaking  of  meals 
at  an  agricultural  show.  No  organisms  were  recovered  from  food  residues  or  persons 
affected.  In  view  of  the  nature  of  the  outbreak  a thermo-stable  staphylococcal 
toxin  was  thought  to  ha  the  agent v and  to  have  been  conveyed  in  synthetic  cream. 

5o  Nutrition. 

A fair  standard  of  nutrition  appears  to  have  been  maintained c The  increase  in 

stillbirths  and  deaths  of  babies  in  the  first  month  of  life  may  quite  well  indicate 
an  adverse  trend  in  maternal  nutrition.  I said  last  year  that  "money  spent  on  good 
food  is  always  a sound  investment".  I wish  to  repeat  that  as  a slogan s par~ 
ticulariy  with  the  rise  in  food  prices  following  upon  derationing. 

GENERAL  SANITATION. 


Water  Supplies. 

Supplies  hs/ve,  in  general,  been  satisfactorily  maintained.  G-lenlatterach 
still  remains  as  an  emergency  reserve,  owing  to  lack  of  filtration. 

Drainage  Schemes. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  Archies  town  was  still  without  sewerage,  though  a s*art 
with  its  installation  was  expected  to  take  place  at  an  ear ly  date. 

Cleansing  and  Refuse  Disposal. 

The  various  schemes  continued  to  work  satisfactorily. 

Hous  ,ng . 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  all  parts  of  the  Combined  County.  Those 
with  no  home,  or  a very  inadequate  house  have  largely  been  rehoused.  The  next 
stage  will  be  the  eradication  of  unfit  houses  by  replacement  or  reconditioning. 

In  its  turn  this  demands  s,  housing  survey.
